od in the century of decay that culminated 


‘lin its overthrow, Whatever anti-dynastic 


aszociations may havo existed, they dared not 
chow themselves openly during the vigorous 
| teigns of the first four rulers of the House 
of Cu'tne ; it wag not until the weak and 
dissolute CHra-ca'inc was on the throne 
that the White Lily Society broke out in 
open rebellion, but, though their rising was 
put down with ruthless cruelty, they had 
demonstrated thet the decline of the 
Manchu had set in, and it was not Jong. 
before further trouble was caused by other 
confoderacies of the same sort—the Society 
of Divine Justice, the White Feather 
Society, and, finally and most redoubtable 
of all, the “‘ Hung” League or Triad Society. 
This Inet is‘ the. most widely known. of 
the secret societies .of China, and has 
always possessed great power and influence, 
especially in the South, so much eo that in 
1845 it was made a felony in this Colony 
The central ides of 
its. eread was the overthow of the Manchus 
and the restoration of the Mixa dynasty, 
and during the T’sip'ing rebellion it came 
very near achieving thia end. For all that, 
ita part in the revolution was an inglorious 
ane, and its activities since have been so 
curious that it may well be that it is aimed 
at in the Peesrpent’s Mandate... The gener- 
ally accepted explanation of its ambiguous 
behaviour since the revolution is that. it 
folt bitterly aggrieved that the overthrow 


of the Cx'iNob, its own pet ambition, had. 


been accomplished without its aid or inter- 
vention, though it may well be that the 
Republican constitution did not please it, 


jand that it still craved for a restoration of 


the Mines, It way bo taken as- certain, 
too, that in this a8 in all other secret asso- 
ciations there. were’ many members who 
looked forward to the croation of trouble 
for the sake of the spoil they would ba able 
toenateh. At all events, the fact remains 
thot the Triads, in Kwangtung especially, 
have been a sourca of much disorder— 
witness, for example, the events at’ Swatow 
last Spring—through thoir opposition to 
the new régime and their desire to 
make themselves, 2 ruling power... Space 
forbids an examination of the many 
other illegal associations that Yuan Sunr- 
x’ar lias to cope with, though their wide 
range may be gathered from tho fact that 
the Mohammedans of tho North-West and 
the well-known patriot Giana Cx’r-cHao 
are aliko suspeot, After a revolution that 
was itself the work of a well organized and 
at the time illegal and seditious society, it 
is only in the natural course of things . that 
‘such -associations-should-abound,. butthat | 
is beside the point, China has always been 
honeycombed. with them,’ and we look for 
little real fruit from the present repressive 
legislation, Beyond a couple of antiquated 
statutes, we have no machinery in Great 
Britain for fighting. political conspiracies, 
nor aro we troubled with such conspirscies, 
Criticism of and opposition to ‘the Govern- 
ment wo have in abundance, but being free 
and unrestricted, they keep within renson- 
able bounds, and do not constitute a danger 
to the State, In any sentient State, oppo- 
sition to the Government must exist, and it 
serves a useful and necessary purpose, It 
is repression that compels:it to work in the 
dark and perverts. it to treachery againat 
the commonwealth ; we do not question that 
the vast majority--if not’ all—of the 
secret societies now existing in Ohina. ought 
to be ruthlessly stamped out as dangers to 
the commonwealth, but’ wa donbt very 
much whether they would have ever existed 
had free criticism of.and & share in the 
administrations been granted. Yuan Sain- 
r’ar’s best weapon: against. these associa. 
tions would bean educated public opinion, 
and a frank recognition: that-.dpposition to 
jand criticism of the Government are not 
necessarily treasonable, seditious, nor ven 


ships in the waters. of the Colony to notify 
thot their. navigation. is interfered with 
by defence searchlights, is notified in the 
Gazette.

Li Hung Chang, who diced in 1901 at 
the age of 78, had been m person of 
importance in China ever since. in. 1863, 
as Governor of Kiangsu, he, with the 
ass‘stance of Genoral Gordon, quelled tho 
Taiping rebellion. For -his services he 
reeeived tho Yellow Jacket and Peacock’s 
Feather, and was mado an hereditary |’ 
noble. of the third class. - In 1872 ho}: 
became Governor-General of Chibli and j- 
Senior Grand Secretary. He founded 
the Chinese. Nayy and promoted a native 
mereantile marine.’ Ho was in command 
of the Chinese forces in Korea during tho 
war with Japan (1894-5), as the: result of 
which he was deprived of his honours. 
His sagacity and knowledge of affairs 
proved, however, to bo indispensable to 
the Throne, and he was soon reinstated; 
and for some years longer found scope for 
his unrivalled faculty of intrigue in his 
relations with the European Powors.
